The rescue calls 
for the command and service 
module pilot to guide his ship to 
the lunar module using optical 
and sextant tracking and dock, 
permitting the lunar astronauts 
to transfer to the command 
ship. 


Today's plans were for Schir- 


ra to fly the Apollo 7 spacecraft 
as close as possible to the boost- 
er stage, called the S4B, but not 
actually dock. It was expected 
the rocket hull would be tum- 
bling through the space void, 
forbidding the Apollo 7 crew to 
get much closer than 200 feet. 


The crew also turns on the 


Apollo television system for the 
first time. Paul Haney, the 
voice of Apollo control, said the 
crew xyould start 10 minutes of

United States.

The proposal was outlined in a 
aper circulated Friday night 
mong SDS members attending 
le opening session of a week- 
ud conference on the Universi- 
y of Colorado campus. It, and a 
mndle of other suggestions, are 
iue for discussion at workshops 
and plenary sessions today and 
Sunday. 


The radical student organiza- 
ion sparked last spring's disor- 
ders at Columbia University 
campus 
and 
other 
colleges 


across the country. The plan to 
be considered by the SDS's na- 
tional council calls for local 
chapters to join in organizing "a 
national strike of high school 
and college students on Nov. 4 
and 5." 


It also urges "large militant 


SDS regional demonstrations in 
major cities."

Do TV Cameras Lie? 
Well, Not Really, But— 


President Johnson's commis- 


sion on violence is scheduled to 
hold open hearings in Washing- 
ton on the mass media next week 
Wednesday and Thursday. Some 
good 
can 
come 
out 
of 
the 


hearings if they spark better 
self-policing by the news media. 
A great deal of mischief can be 
wrought if Congress decides to 
go overboard in the area of news 
censorship. 


The U.S. Constitution 
has 


proved usually effective in keep- 
ing government hands off the 
printed word. This seems likely 
to continue, since books, news- 
papers and magazines require no 
government license. But radio 
and TV are different in that they 
operate under franchises 
frprn 


federal agencies. Many a politi- 
cian, therefore, eyes control of 
TV 
and 
radio output 
as 
a 


desirable — and possible — next 
step. Public ire runs high against 


End Of 
Cavities Nears 


Apparently some scientists, at 


least, are less than convinced by 
t h o s e television 
commercials 


which feature a young tyke 
proclaiming to the world that he 
has fewer cavities than someone 
else. They, the scientists, are 
still looking for a cavity preven- 
tive. 


Some of them think they may 


have found it. According to Dr. 


, Seymour J. Kreshover, director 


of 
the 
National Institute of 


Dental Research, tooth decay is a 
disease which may be completely 
preventable within 10 years. 
: The institute, a unit of the 
National Institutes of Health, is 
forging a determined attack on 
the problem using the latest 
weapon, microbiology. Discoveries 
in recent years have isolated two 
types of bacteria as the culprits 
in tooth decay and scientists are 
how aiming their punches at 
those bacteria. 
-; Studies on animals have shown 
an enzyme called dextranase to 
be effective in destroying dental 
plaque, a sticky substance pro- 
duced by the strains of strepto- 
coccus bacteria. These bacteria 
^re considered one of the prime 
agents of decay. 


Effectiveness of the enzyme is 


now being tested on man both by 
the instutute and by a private 
drug firm, 
;'• Other 
research 
groups 
are 


tackling plaque formed by an- 
other group of bacteria called 
diphtheroids. Sugar in the diet 
has been implicated as a neces- 
sary ingredient for action by at 
least one of the species of bac- 
teria. 


The prospects of abolishing a 


disease which afflicts an esti- 
mated 98 percent of the Ameri- 
can populace is an exciting one, 
even if 
the 
ailment 
is 
the 


somewhat unglorious 
one 
of 


tooth decay. 


Sudden breakthroughs in tech- 


nology, such as the discovery of 
dextranase in this instance, are 
continuously opening new vistas 
in the field of medicine. 


The 
tremendous 
sums 
and 


energies put into research in the 
last 
decade 
are 
paying 
off 


handsomely. 
• Medicine is still faced by some 
of the most obdurate challenges, 
but feats of the past and present 
make 
it 
obvious 
that 
most 


remaining- o b s t a c l e s to good 
health can be removed within a 
relatively short span of human 
history.

alleged bias in coverage of the 
Democratic National Convention 
at Chicago. 


So TV may just now the 


principal news medium in danger 
of government censorship.

TV's newness, coupled with its 


inherent vigor and range, mean 
that it will be a while before the 
medium reaches mature editorial 
j u d g e m e n t . It's interesting, 
meanwhile, to see what's hap- 
pened to TV during its youth. 


Do cameras 
lie?

news message? These 


questions have been hotly debated 
since the police-demonstrator vio- 
lence in Chicago last August. 
There are no pat answers. . 


Television executives maintain . 


that the camera records "what 
really happens." Richard Salant, 
president of CBS news, defended 
his network's coverage of the 
Chicago violence by saying that 
"The pictures and sounds of the 
Chicago police department 
in 


action speak for themselves loud- 
er than any words of ours or any 
attempt by Mayor Daley and 
others to find a scrapegoat." 


But televions cameras, it is 


charged, can change the nature 
of 
an 
event 
by their 
very 


presence. Many a listless peace 
demonstration h a s been gal- 
vanized into furious life by the 
arrival of TV crews. Thus, the 
film segment that appears on the 
television news program shows 
the truth — but not the whole 
truth. 


Furthermore, it is sometimes 


difficult to distinguish between 
major and minor news stories on 
TV. "It is one of the limitations 
of television," Sophy Burnham. 
recently wrote in "New York" 
magazine; "that since the screen 
can accommodate only one thing 
at a time, everything that gets 
on acquires special significance, 
and no event is less important 
than another." 


Television coverage of violence 


came under sharp criticism after 
the Detroit and Newark riots of 
1967. 
TV newsmen in Detroit 


made f re q u e n t reference to 
snipers who were, it turned out, 
largely nonexistent. In Newark, a 
Negro 
was 
asked by 
a 
TV 


reporter, "When do you think the 
next riot will be and where?" 


Lapses 
like 
these 
led 
the 


National Advisory Commission 
on Civil Disorders to conclude in 
its report of last March that 
"Elements of the news media 
failed to portray accurately the 
scale and character" of the 1967 
riots. 


Television has taken ;to heart 


the commission's recommenda- 
tion that it devote more coverage 
to the underlying causes of civil 
disorders and less to inflam- 
matory harangues by black mili- 
tants. Stokely Carmichael and 
Rap Brown, who used to appear 
often in TV newcsasts, are rarely 
seen nowadays. 


But the criticism continues. 


Philip 
Geyelin, editorial page 


editor of the "Washington Post," 
reported last spring that a quiet 
group of Negroes watching a fire 
during the April riot in the 
nation's capital became a fist- 
shaking mob when a TV camera 
crew arrived on the scene. Drew 
Pearson, commenting on Geye- 
lin's article a few days later, 
asserted that 
"thousands of 


Negroes watching this drama on 
TV had no idea it was chiefly 
inspired for the benefit of the TV 
audience. So the rioting spread." 


Similar criticism arose out of 


the disorders at the democratic 
National Convention. But John 
Corporon, vice president for news 
at Metromedia Television, said 
that, in his opinion, the presence 
of television cameras at Chicago 
"acted as a brake" on police who 
might have taken even stronger 
action against the demonstrators 
in the absence of TV's watchful 
eye. 


Television may never be able to 


satisfy its critics. Dr. Harold 
Basowitz, a New York University 
psychologist, believes that news 
media, by r e p o r t i n g violent 
events, 
frustrate 
the 
human 


desire for t r a n <| u i 11 y . "The 
media, then, become objects of 
attack, for they do not allow us 
the 
luxury of pretending the 


problems do not exist. We turn 
on the media as though they 
created the problems." 


This, incidentally, is just as 


true of newspapers as it is of 
television.

militaristic principles and he 
was returned to Parliament. 


He took the post of prime 


minister and the portfoljo of 
secretary for Foreign Affairs in 
1924 and formed a Labor cabi- 
net. MacDonald came into pow- 
er again with the elections of 
1929 and this came at the edge 
of the crisis of the post-war 
years. 


His foreign policy was mark- 


ed by a rigid determination to 
maintain world peace. But, the 
effect of the depression and his 
policies 
in 
dealing 
with 
it 


brought about a rift with his 
own party that led his former 
adherents to call him "traitor." 


Eventually, on June 7, 1935, 


five months before his death, he 
resigned his post as prime 
minister, but was retained in 
the Cabinet of his successor. 
Stanley B a l d w i n , as Lord 
President of the Council. Fail- 
ing health in May caused his 
resignation from public service.

South won with 
the jack, and realizing • that 
West would probably score a 
secondary trump trick if an 
overruffing position in diamonds 
developed, cashed the A-K of 
hearts, discarding the queen of 
diamonds, and led a third heart 
on which he discarded the king 
of diamonds. 


West won and returned the 


deuce of diamonds. South ruffed 
and once more recognized the 
danger of leading a trump to 
force out the ace. Thus, had he 
led the king of spades at this 
point, West could defeat him by 
taking the ace and leading the 
ace an danother club. Stuck in 
dummy, South would be unable 
to get out without yielding a 
trick to West's ten of trumps. 


So, instead, South led a club 


towards dummy at trick six. 
Had West gone up with the ace 
and returned a club, declarer 
would have come home by 
forcing out the ace of spades.
